Approval of Public Service 
Co.’s proposal to purchase su- 
burban transit companies and 
consolidate them into a unified 
transportation system was urged 
last night by the St. Louis La- 
bor Council.

At the same time he cau- 
tioned the committee against 
sweeping measures to protect 
government regulatory agencies 
from improper inflnuence. 


Questioned after the committee 
had recessed yesterday, Ford 
said he believes the FCC ‘“‘has 
ample power to deal with proper 
areas of programming.” 

Cites Agency’s Role. 

He -added that the agency’s 
€oncern is with “program serv- 
fee generally” rather than pow- 
er to censor what goes on the 
gir. He said the commission’s 
function lies in the field of pro- 
gramming designed to serve 
public interest in the areas cov- 
ered by TV and. radio stations. 

Ford declined to comment on 
matters of ethics in government 
agencies until the committee 
headed by Representative Oren 
Harris (Dem.), Arkansas, ques- 
tions him. 

Acceptance of _ hospitality 
@board aircraft and yachts from 
a TV-radio executive led to the 
resignation last week of John 

Doerfer as FCC chairman. 
President Eisenhower named 
Ford, already an FCC member, 
t replace Doerfer. 

Before the Commerce Com- 
mittee, Ford renewed the FCC’s 
strong reservations about any 
far-reaching new laws aimed at 
making regulatory agencies 
more independent. 

Ford indorsed certain reform 
programs—mostly technical. But 
by and large he cautioned 
against large-scale changes. 

Ford had been expected to 
offer some new ideas on how 
Congress can outlaw backdoor 
influencing of the beg regula- 
tory bodies. Instead, he spent 
his entire time before the com- 
mittee reading long policy state- 
Tents adopted by the commis- 
“iq before he succeeded Doer- 
er. 

One such statement took strong 
exception to a bill sponsored by 
€ommittee Chairman Harris to 

pose a far-reaching code of 
ethics on the regulatory agen- 
cies. 

The statement described the 
Objectives as ‘praiseworthy,’ 
but said a broad conflict-of-in- 
terest provision already exists 
ih present law. 

Proposal on Fees. 

“Ford read a long review, 
adopted when Doerfer was still 
Chairman, in which the commis- 
Sion, among other things, sup- 
ported a provision in the bill to 
prohibit commission members 
from taking pay for making 
speeches or writing articles. 

Harris’s investigating subcom- 
mittee had noted some time ago 
that Doerfer had accepted speech | 
fees from broadcasters. 

Meanwihle in a some what re- 
lated development, ASCAP sug- 
gested that Congress make pay- 
ola in the broadcasting.world a 
criminal offense. 

This was proposed as an alter- 
native or supplement to FCC reg- 
ulations against payola—the 
practice of payments to plug a 
record. 

ASCAP—the American Society 
of Composers, Authors and Pub- 
lishers—sent its suggestions to 
the FCC to supplement the testi- 
mony of its president, Stanley 
Adams, at the FCC payola hear- 
ings in January. 

ASCAP also told the FCC that 
enough evidence has come to 
light to warrant its opinion that 
the practice of payola payments 
to disk jockeys goes much 
deeper than a few isolated cases. 

According to evidente avail- 
able from public sources, it said, 
at least 53 per cent of the rec- 
ords which achieved top popu- 
larity last year were released 
by companies involved in pay- 
éla. And, it said; the propor- 
tion may even go higher be- 
cause of additional complaints 
docketed by the Federal Trade 
Commission. The FTC has is- 
‘gued 60 complaints against rec- 
ord companies about’ payola

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EFFECT OF MASSIVE 
“RADIATION ON MICE 


Experiments have shown that 
passive doses of radiation are 
more damaging to mice than ex- 
posures of lesser intensity over 
a longer period of time, William 
L. Russell, a geneticist at Oak 
Ridge National Laboratory, said 
here today. 

Russell described the exper- 
fments in a speech to the facul- 
ty and students of St. Louis Uni- 
versity School of Medicine. He 
is principal geneticist of the 
biology division at Oak Ridge, 
where he and colleagues use 
more than 100,000 mice in gene- 
tic radiation experiments. 

He described as important the 
recent findings that if radiation 
f given as a single dose to 
thice, there is a_ significantly 
greater increase in mutation 
than if the same dose is spread 
gver several weeks. 

* Russell said there is a strong 
Wasis for projecting this effect 
dbtained in mice to the possible 
fects on human beings. The 
udies are valuable ‘‘in help- 


fhg to estimate what is a permis- | 


sible dose of radiation to the 
man in the street, and the atomic 
@nergy worker,” he said. The 
results of the experiments are 
expected to have strong implica- 
tions of genetic hazards. from 
Medical radiation’and exposures, 
Russell said. 

“Of course, the best amount 
qf radiation to the’ human body 
undoubtedly is zero,” Russell

GENEVA, March 16 —_ The 
United ‘Nations Commission on 
Humah Rights adopted a draft 
deélaration on the right of asy- 
lum yesterday. The vote was 12 
to-l, with three abstentions. 


Explaining his abstention, So- 
viet Delegate A. A. Fomin said 
that the right of asylum should 
be covered in an international 
agreement binding on signatory 
nations rather than in a decla- 
ration without the force of law. 


Poland and the Ukraine joined 
the Soviet Union in abstaining. 

The draft declaration now goes 
before the U.N. economic and 
social.council. The preamble re- 
calls that the U.N. declaration 
on human rights. states that ‘‘ev- 
eryone has the right to seek and 
to-enjoy asylum from persecu- | 
tion.” | 

Asylum ‘‘shall be respected by 
all other states,” according to 
the draft’s first article. 

A hotly debated article, says 
that only ‘‘overriding reasons of 
national security or safeguard- 
ing of the population” should 
cause a nation to deny asylum 
to a person “if there is well- 
grounded fear of persecution en- 
dangering his life, physical in- 
tegrity 1 or liberty.”

“fairly good,” adding that thg 
current debate over nafional de- 
fense “probably will help’ Sy- 
mington’s chances. 

The Governor told the Post- 
Dispatch that he intends to talk 
to Symington while he is here 
and will tell the Senator ‘‘that he 
will have a solid @elegation from 
Missouri for him as President— 
and not just as a favorite son.” 

Under the present plans, the 
Missouri delegation at the Demo- 
cratic convention ‘‘will stick 
with Symington for President un- 
less and until he releases the 
delegates,” Blair said. 

The Governor indicated that 
he believes there is considerable 
sentiment for Symington as the 


presidential nominee in his own 
right and not just as a compro- 
mise choice if there is a dead- 
lock in the convention. 

In answer to a question, Blair 
said he personally has ‘“‘no sec- 
ond choice”’ for the Democratic 
nomination ‘‘at the present 
time.”’

Sugar at the White House 


Republican congressional leaders came away 
from the White House with an Administration 
sugar plan which, in general terms, sounds re- 
markably like the proposals of domestic sugar 
producers. 


President Eisenhower is said to be ready to 
suggest a four-year extension of the Sugar Act 
which would give him discretion to increase 
or decrease quotas from Cuba or other for- 
eign countries. He also will seek some legisla- 
tive changes in quotas. 

Earlier the domestic beet sugar producers 
who are, next to Cuba, this country’s chief 
supplier, had proposed discretionary power 
for the President to reduce foreign quotas for 
one calendar year. As‘to legislative changes, 
this group sought an increase of 200,000 tons 
in domestic quotas and a comparable decrease 
for Cuba and other countries. 


‘While the domestic producers appear to be 
seeking an advantage from Cuba’s political 
unpopularity, the proposed reduction for Cuba 
would amount to about 6 per cent of Cuba’s 
present 3,119,655-ton quota. Cuba might make 
up some of its loss by filling deficits from 
Other quota countries. Ironically enough, 
the domestic producers seem less intent on 
economic retaliation against Cuba than some 
Congressmen whose anger against Fidel Cas- 
tro has overridden their understanding of 
sugar problems. 


Secretary of State Herter is well aware of 
the dangers of turning sugar into a political 
weapon. A sharp decrease in Cuban quotas 
certainly would injure the Cuban people more 
than the Castro Government, and at this time 
especially might strengthen Castro’s anti- 
American propaganda. 


In view of the uncertain future of United 
States-Cuban relations, this country may not 
wish to tie itself to an absolute commitment 
to subsidize the Cuban sugar industry as well 
as our own for four years. But if quotas are 
to be altered, caution should precede the 
change. It would be better to give the Presi- 
dent discretion in this matter than to leave 
sugar to the mercy of Congress, where some 
members put retaliation against Castro ahead 
of sound foreign policy. 


Tighter Deadlock in Algeria 


Ferhat Abbas; Algerjan rebel premier, says 
that Gen. De Gaulle has slammed the door on 
peace negotiations. Thus despite a “clarifying 
statement” issued on his return to Paris, the 
French President’s remarks to army officers 
in Algeria have had the effect of stiffening the 
deadlock—and this to the distress of his more 
liberal supporters. 


There were qualifications in De Gaulle’s 
original peace offer, but it did open the pros- 
pect of eventual independence. There would 
have to be a five-year waiting period, and an 
Algerian vote for freedom would have to be 
ratified by elections in France. There also 
were the alternatives of integration and of 
association. Now De Gaulle has ruled out the 
first, saying that Moslems cannot be French- 
men.-That leaves only association—some form 
of limited home rule—since De Gaulle insist- 
ed that “France must not leave. She has a 
right to be in Algeria. She shall stay.” 


De Gaulle told the officers that the Algeri- 


an war cannot be settled for a very long time, 
and then only by a victory of French arms. 
In spite of the recent rebel overture, he said 
he does not believe the Algerians will agree 
to a cease-fire. And he again refused to dis- 
cuss election guarantees which would assure 
the rebels that a cease-fire would not leave 
them at the mercy of the .French. 

The Algerian French cheered De Gaulle’s 
statements with excited enthusiasm. Yet the 
more level-headed officers see no way of win- 
ning a total’ ictory in a war which already has 
cost the lives of 13,000 French soldiers. In 
Paris, the General’s words caused confusion 
and disappointment. .Politicians of the center 
and of the left are convinced that, for all 
practical purposes, he has withdrawn his offer. 


The Algerian policy of the Fifth Republic 


has been ambivalent because some of De 


Gaulle’s ministers talked tough while he 
talked of amnesties and peace. Now he also 
is talking tough. 

The Fifth Republic thus still confronts the 
running sore which drained away the life of 
the Fourth Republic. Above all else, the new 
regime was supposed to stanch this wound. 
It hurts France no less under De Gaulle than 
it did under his predecessors. 


Drive Against Firetraps 

There must be no slackening in the city’s 
determined drive against. illegal rooming 
houses. If the crackdown had come a few 
months earlier, the city mjght not now have 
a record of 23 fire deaths since Jan. 1 as com- 
pared with 23 for all of 1959. 

Building inspectors are concentrating on a 
42-block area in which the fire menace has 
been at its worst. Owners and operators of 
the houses they visit are obligated in every 
way to co-operate with these inspectors. If 
anyone seeks to block, delay or evade the in- 
spectors, he should be promptly haled into 
court. 

Prosecutors in police courts have been ad- 
vised by the city counselor on a tougher policy 
to be used against persons accused of oper- 
ating firetraps. It has been found, for in- 
stance, that maximum fines can be assessed 
for each day that a rooming house is illegally 
operated. But there is no need for any fair- 
minded operator to face trial in court. All he 
has to do is simply to take the advice of the 
experts who inspect his place and show a 
willingness to obey the law. 

The illegal rooming house is a sizable 
blight on St. Louis. Its dangers to the pub- 
lic safety can be curbed if there is official 
determination and public co-operation.

Superimpose the Cross of St. George on

There is a deal of mischief in this March 
snow. The latest mushy fall has been busy 
pulling the eaves troughs from ice-encrusted 
roofs, an activity preceded by the strange 
thunder and lightning in the midst of the 
snowstorm. Nature appears to be getting 
out of hand. 

Yet if more snow is to fall, it would be well 
to take a closer look at a few of the ferny 
crystals, the brilliant patterns of this water 
vapor frozen around tiny pockets of air, ap- 
parently no two alike. The man with the 
shovel need not be told that snow may break 
trees or form avalanches and even glaciers 
which grind rocks into soil. But contempla- 
tion of a single snowflake suggests an answer 
to Job’s question: “Hast thou entered into the 
treasures of the snow?”

Between Book Ends Lincoln’s Secretary of State 


THE GOVERNOR AND HIS LADY, 
by Earl Conrad. (Putnam, 433 pgs., 
$5.95.) 


It would not be quite fair to say that 
William Henry Seward, Lincoln’s Sec- 
retary of State, has been a neglected 
figure in American history. The forty- 
ninth state still 
bears the familiar 
tag of ‘‘Seward’s 
Folly’’ and Lincoln 
biographies are 
apt to make much 
of the skillful way 
in which Lincoln 
managed to put his 
Secretary in his 
(subordinate) 
place and at the 
same time to win 
his affectionate re- 
spect and support 

But it is still true that such ante-bel- 
lum figures as Clay, Calhoun, Benton, 
and Webster, such war heroes as 
Greeley and Grant, have tended to 
overshadow the man whom Lincoln 
defeated for the nomination in 1860, 
who enunciated and implemented the

Earl Conrad’s biography, while it 
recalls the impressive facts of Sew- 
ard’s Jong and influential public ca- 
reer, contributes little to our under- 


‘standing of either the political or 


personal forces that shaped that ca- 
reer. It is, as the title indicates, the 
story of a marriage, and its primary 
source material is the voluminous let- 
ters Frances Miller Seward wrote to 
her husband, her family, and her 
friends. 


It was not a normal marriage, eyen 
at the beginning. When Seward mar- 
ried Frances, her father — Auburn’s 
leading citizen and Seward’s boss— 
legally adopted him. This cozy situa- 
tion, irksome to Seward’s independ- 
ence, accounts at least in part for his 
early drive for political recognition 
and success. The politicking, in turn, 
kept Seward away from home much of 
the time, and thus was established the 
pattern of their lives. 


Seward was always involved in some- 


thing, if it was only touring Europe 


with his father, and. Frances, with her 


_ father to watch over, her succession 


of children to care for, and her ’con- 
stitutional frailty, seldom was able to 
accompany him , 

For 35 years this was the normal 
situation Seward away, working or 


politicking; Frances at home, semi- 
invalid, somewhat complaining, but, 
increasingly as the years passed, en- 


- cOuraging and supporting him in his 


endeavors.

(AP)—The Atomic Energy Com- 
mission today announced. plans 

. to prepare for an. underground 
* nuclear test in New Mexico next 
year. 

The commission said the proj- 
ect is a step in a program aimed 
at using atomic explosives for 
peaceful purposes, including pro- 
duction of electric power. 

The AEC said final authoriza- 
tion to detonate 
with a force of 
TNT will be up 
Eisenhower. 

Senator Clinton P. Anderson 
(Dem.), New Mexico, chairman 
of the Senate-House Atomic En- 
ergy Committee, said he under- 
stands the shot is planned for 
January 196). 

Anderson disclosed an outline 
of the plan at the same time as 
the AEC announcement. 

The blast would be the first 
nuclear explosion detonated by 
the United States since Oct. 31, 
‘1958, when all weapons tests 
were temporarily suspended. 

Mr. Eisenhower announced in 
December that the suspension 
would formally end Jan. 1, 1960, 
and that the United States would 
consider itself free to conduct 
new weapons tests with advance 
notice to the world. 

In announcing it had approved 
construction and site prepaia- 
tion for the shot, which would 
be touched off in salt beds about 
25 miles southeast of Carlsbad, 
the AEC said: 

“During the current nuclear 
fest suspension negotiations in 
Geneva, the United Kingdom, 
the United States and (Russia) | 
have agreed in principle on the 
use of nuclear explosions for | 
peaceful purposes.”’ 

The planned detonation, known 
as Project Gnome, will be a' 
part of the AEC’s Project Plow- 
share aimed at using nuciéar 
explosives for peacetime ¥proj- 
ects, including opening up new 
harbors.

Ducks Need Feed 


“If the waterfowl hunters 


don’t stir their stumps this 
spring and fall and plant some 
food for the ducks and geese, 
the shooting nom 
season is al- 
most over, even 
before it opens 
this fall. They 
can’t live on 
cockleburs and 
branch water.” 
This sage ob- 
_ servation was 
made by a vet- 
eran duck io 
hunter at Lake Stokely 
Wappapello af- 
ter the winter survey showed 
a sharp decline in the mallard 
ducks and Canada geese counts 
conducted by the Fish and 
‘Wildlife Service. 


The refuge managers always 
have recognized the advan- 
tages of feeding waterfowl on 
the federal sanctuaries. They 
hold the birds over long pe- 

| riods of time by feeding them 

| grain and mixtures as long as 
the supply lasts. If this prac- 
ticé were followed by duck 
clubs or individuals, however, 
it"would be considered illegal. 
But food plantings are legal 

' atid are not construed as bait- 
ing by the Wildlife Service. 


There are dozens of _foods 
relished by the :mgrants but 
extensive plantings cost consid- 
erable money. Before planting 
any of them, however, it is of 
vital importance to consult an 
aquatic biologist or a wildlife 
nursery, giving them definite 
information regarding the wat- 
er areas and the nature of 
the soil. The waterfowl biolo- 
gist of your state game and 
fish division also should be 
able to give expert advice on 
aquatic plantings. Ducks stay 
where they find the best feed- 
ing grounds. 


Suggested Feeds 


Wild duck millet, duck 
wheat, chufa grass, smartweed 
and seabania make excellent 
crops when planted in moist 
soil adjacent to water, and all 
of them will stand flooding dur- 
ing the duck season. Duck 
wheat, also known as goose 
buckwheat, will mature in 
about 12 weeks and the millet 
. will mature in about 60 days. 

Water plantations of wild 
rice, duck potato (wapato), 
elodea, sago pond plant and 
many Others are recommended 
by many aquatic nurseries. 
Mallards, pintails, teal and 
geese feed on the seeds, tubers 
and leaves of sago pond plant. 
The duck potato attracts all 
species of ducks and grows 
' ‘well on marsh land. Ducks and 
geese like the seed and the 
tender ‘‘potatoes” the plant 
produces. 

Then annual winter survey 
conducted in the Mississippi 
Flyway by the Fish and Wild- 
life Service showed decreases 
of 23 per cent for mallards, 
54 per cent for redheads, 46 
per cent for canvasbacks and 
32 per cent for ring-necked 
ducks. There was a drop of 24 
per cent in the numbers of 
Canada geese seen but the 
other species — snows, blues 
and_ white-fronts—were well 
above the 10-year average. 


Concern Over Geese 


The decline in Canada goose 
population is of some concern 
to waterfowl specialists since 
the present goose level is the 
Jowest since 1954. The poor 
showing of the various species 
of ducks had been expected 
because of the severe drouth 
over most of the breeding 
" grounds. An absence of young 
ducks in last fall’s flight was 
noticed by many experienced 
hunters, who also found the 
adults gun-shy and difficult to 
entice over the decoys. In the 
14 Mississippi Flyway states, 
extending from Minnesota to 
Ohio in the North and from 
Louisiana to Alabama in the 
South, 746 observers traveled 
more than 73,000 miles in 
obtaining the results of this 
survey. 


Mallards make up the prin- 
cipal population of ducks in 
Missouri, Arkansas, and 
Illinois during the migratory 
flights and only an ideal nest- 
ing and rearing season in 
Canada and the northern states 
this summer will partly re- 
store the 23 per cent deficiency 
of mallards. 


Last season the waterfowl 
population was on the decline 
and the wary adults piloted 
the juveniles away from large 
decoy spreads and paid but 
little attention to even the 
most expert performers with 
the duck callers. But private 
clubs and individual ponds 
that were ready and waiting 
with a bounteous banquet of 
choice duck viands had ex- 
cellent shooting. If the shoot- 
ing is well regulated and not 
“burned out” by heavy gun 
pressure, the wandering web- 
' feet will linger on and on if 

there is sufficient food avail- 
able. Otherwise, the barren 

'-water areas are only a “flag- 

. stop” and the birds soon jour- 
ney on to sunnier climes and 
a higher standard of living 
which is, of course, not 
provided by cockleburs and 
branch water.

ST. PETERSBURG, Fia., 
y March 16—Stan Musial listened 
at the batting cages recently 
as a Washington sports writer, 
visiting the Cardinals camp 
here, told about the holdout of 
Bob Allison, sophomore Sen- 
ator outfielder from Raytown, 

o. 

“Can you imagine,”’ the re- 
porter said, ‘“‘a kid wanting 
$20,000 after only one season 
in the majors?” 

Musial wondered what Alli- 
son had hit. 

The answer was .26] with 30 
homers and 85 runs batted in. 

Stan arched a brow in admi- 
ration for the big boy’s power. 
Allison, it developed, had to- 
taled 275 bases on 149 hits. 

‘‘Sounds like a lot of money 
for only one season in the big 
leagues,” Musial said, “until 
you realize—as Allison cer- 
tainly does—that a lot of kids 
are getting $50,000 to sign 
without hitting 30 homers in 
high school. The big bonuses 
to untried youngsters give a 
lot of big league players ideas, 
big leaguers young and old.” 

The Washington writer nod- 
ded thoughtfully. Allison, he 
said, had been paid $7500 as a 
rookie. And what, he inquired, 
had Musial received for his 
first full season with the Cardi- 
nals? 

“Forty-two hundred,” Stan 
answered, ‘‘and I thought I 
was well paid.” 

To the apple-cheeked 21- 
year-old immigrant’s son, who 
played for only $60 a month 
for five months in 1938 and 
just $100 a month when his 
own boy was born in 1940, the 
salary he received in 1942 
seemed princely. 

And it wasn‘t bad. Team- 
mate Enos Slaughter had come 
up four years earlier for just 
$2400 a season. 


The Days of Pasquel 


The discussion about sal- 
aries led Musial into a fi- 
nancial reminiscence. Hittin 
.315 his rookie season as the 
Cardinals won the pennant and 
world championship, Stan went 
to $6500, In *43 he hit .357 for 
his first batting title, ripping 
220 hits that included 48 
doubles, 20 league-leading 
triples and 13 homers. 

He was paid $10,000 for 1944, 
The Man recalled, a season 
in which he ‘“slumped’’ to 
.347; went into service and 
drew $13,000 during the hectic 
first pcst-war season, unforget- 
table 1946, with its Mexican 
player raids and the first pen- 
nant playoff in history. 

“I'd held out briefly one 
spring before I went into serv- 
ice,” Musial related. His early 
contract conferences were with 
Sam Breadon, who took over

all salary negotiations after 
Branch Rickey went to Brook- 
lyn following the 42 season. 

During the war, Stan ex- 
plained, the club’s_ salary 
ceiling was the highest paid 
any player before the shooting. 
If Musial’s memory wasn’t 
playing tricks, he said, high 
man had been Terry Moore at 
about $13,000. Top players, 
like Marty Marion and the 
Cooper brothers, Mort and 
Walker, were held back by the 
stabilization. 

When the post-war boom 
began in '46, salaries were so 
modest, therefore, that Jorge 
Pasquel’s pesos were appeal- 
ing.

offer at the time Pasquel, who |

Fred Martin and Lou Klein, 
beckoned Musial and other 
Redbird stars, But Stan the 
Man, a savage .365 hitter with 
50 doubles, 20 triples and 16 
homers in 228 blows, was given 
a $5000 bonus after he had won 
his second Most Valuable Play- 
er award, 

And with the Cardinals hav- 
ing boosted their attendance 
from a previous high of 778,000 
to a record 1,065,000, Breadon 
increased Musial’s salary to 
$31,000 for 1947. 

Stan has had some big pay 
hikes. Bob Hannegan boosted 
him $19,000 after his biggest 
season, the .376 year in 1948. 
Fred Saigh kicked up his 
salary $25,000, and Gussie 
Busch hiked it $20,000 to $100,- 
000, highest in National 
League history. 

But the biggest stride was 
$18,000 .to $31,000 before the 
price index went berserk and 
prior to the payment of the 
big bonuses to fuzzy-cheeked 
teen-agers.

How FCC Could 
Improve TV Fare 


NEW YORK, MARCH 16. 

NOW THAT JOHN DOERFER has been swept under the 
rug—the Republicans couldn’t afford to have him around 
with an election coming up—there is a seat open on the 
Federal Communications Commission and I would like most 
, aweme Urgently to recommend 
that President Eisenhower 
fill it with a man of taste, 
broad cultural back- 
ground and a passionate 
desire to improve televi- 
sion programming. In 
short, a program specialist 
instead of a technical or 
legal specialist such as 
now mans the commis- 
sion. 

The FCC has always 
been primarily a techni- 
cal body chiefly concerned 
with allocating frequencies 
and setting standards. 
When these hurricanes 
such as the quiz scandal: 
blow around their ears, 
the accumulated innocence 
of the,commissioners 
about TV programs is 
painful to watch. All of 
which leads to the whole question of federal regulation of 
the air waves. Frank Stanton has declared that federal 
supervision of programming would lead ultimately to control 
of the press which is arrant hogwash. The word censorship 
has been: kicked around generously in an effort to mislead 
the public. 


JOHN CROSBY 


What is most urgently needed is some reasonable 
perspective in this matter of federal regulation of 
television and radio, Attorney General Rogers has 
declared that the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion has always had the power to regulate the air 
waves. It just doesn’t. One of the reasons it doesn’t 
is because there is a persistent attempt inside the 
industry to represent any real exercise of its power 
by the FCC as a socialist uprising, which it certainly 
isn’t. 


‘I think we, the public, ought to get over our hypocrisy 
concerning the air. We should either abandon any concern: 
for the air, give it over entirely to the sale of deodorants 
occasionally interrupted by rock ’n’ roll records and cowboy 
pictures (which is unthinkable) or we should operate it 
properly. 

One step in that direction are the reforms suggested by 
the Committee on Legislative Oversight which are pretty 
mild. Among other things, the committee has suggested that 
networks ought to be licensed as well as radio and TV 
stations. Since the networks are the chief source of pro- 
gramming, this is the only reasonable way to bring any 
pressure of responsibility on programs. Another suggestion 
is to give the commission power to suspend licenses for 
brief periods. Its only power now is to revoke licenses, which 
is so drastic a penalty it has never been used. My own 
suggestion is that there be even milder penalties authorized— 
Derhaps a fine or even a reprimand. Then use them once 
in a while. 

The other suggested remedies of the House committee 
are in effect to make payola a crime and to outlaw crooked 
quiz shows—both of which are, I think, temporary situations 
although legislation wouldn’t do any harm, 
= Now, sir, if the FCC had one lone commissioner who 
kept an eye on programs and if—there are going to be a lot 
of ifs in this sentence—the networks came under FCC 
scrutiny and regulation—and if the FCC had some mild 
penalties it could use (as well as the drasti«: one of license 
revocation), then we might logically expect the following 
Jine of action: 


The FCC might summon, say, the head of the 
American. Broadzasting Co. on the carpet and ask 
him to explain why his network is almost totally given 

- @ver to horse opera and “77 Sunset Strip” and why |‘ 

* jt devotes almost no time to good drama, education, 

- documentary, public service or any worthwhile or 
adult programming. It might threaten to use one of 
its penalties if this situation wasn’t rectified. Is this 
censorship? This opens the air waves rather than 
closes them. This sort of Government regulation 
(which is very mild) simply asks the licensee to 
broaden the base of his programming . — 
genuinely popular, so that it hits every level rather 
than is Pome (as in the present) at kids and old 
folks. 


All radio and TV stations get their licenses by making 
sweeping promises about what they propose to do with 
their stations. Once made, these promises are practically 
never kept and the FCC makes only the most perfunctory 
perusal of them when ‘time comes to renew the license. 
These promises could be scrutinized—but to do that sensibly 
requires someone who really knows programming, someone 
who. would know real public service from eyewash (which is 
what many public service programs are). The new com- 
missioner should be someone like Bob Saudek (who probably 
wouldn’t take the job). It should be someone, in short, who 
has been in broadcasting, who knows the potentialities of 
television and who could call attention to the sins of 
omission. The sins of commission are in full view for every-

U. S. Pitfalls for 


Foreign Tourists 


PARIS, March 16. 

LAST FALL, President Eisenhower issued a proclamation 
declaring 1960 as ‘Visit the United States of America Year.” 
We suspect he chose 1960 because he would be out of the 
country most of the time, visiting Latin America, France, 
Russia and Japan, and 
therefore wouldn't have to 
worry about visiting fire- 
men. 

It's the first time in a 
long time that anyone has 
invited anybody from the

—— -—" fF Be. tourist. It’s going to be 
an interesting experience 
for America to play host 
to foreign tourists, and we 
hope everyone is quite up 
to it, 

We can just see an Ital- 
jan tourist going up to the 
Bronx and asking a man 
who is sitting on the steps 
if he wouldn’t mind telling 
his family to come out of 
the house so he could take 
a picture of them. 

And it’s going to be 
quite a scene when a Scandinavian tourist goes up to a Chi- 
cago policeman and asks him to exchange hats for a souvenir. 

But these are things Americans will have to get used to 
if they want foreign currency, which apparently they do.

At the beginning there is going to be a certain 
amount of confusion. Take tipping, for example. In 
most European countries the tip in hotels and restau- 
rants is added on to the check. In America, tipping is 
extra, and the European who doesn’t understand this 
may find himself being cussed out by a porter or a 
bellhop or a drive-in waitress. 


Then there is the question of getting a table in a night 
club or good restaurant. In Europe it is not necessary to 
tip the headwaiter (Americans are the only ones who do) 
but in the United States failure to tip the headwaiter can end 
in grave consequences. We know one man who failed to tip 
the headwaiter in a Broadway night club and found himself 
seated at table on a ferry going to Staten Island. 

The question of eating time in the United States is also 
something the foreign tourist should be aware of. Restaurant 
owners in the United States don’t like people who dawdle 
over their food. They hope to get at least three seatings at 
every meal, and a recent study of allowable times for dinner 
are as follows: 

First-class restaurants, one hour; medium-priced restau- 
rants, 45 minutes; drive-ins, 30 minutes; drugstores, 10 
minutes. 

In regards to drugstore eating, which is very popular, it 
is advised th~' ‘ourists, when waiting for a free stool, stand 
behind someone who looks as if he is just finishing up and 
breathe heavily down his back. Pushing the person off the 
stool is not permitted, but making rude remarks or cough- 
ing is. 


Tourists will be pleased that no matter where 
they go in the United States they will find a personal 
touch. In order to give everyone credit for the won- 
derful job he is doing, most places now give their 
employes billing. If you go into a drugstore, fair- 
sized nameplates will tell you that the man in the 
cosmetic department is Jack Gross, and the gentleman 
who. returns the proper change is Elmer Murgatroyd. 
The same plates will give you the name of the teller 
in the bank and the young athlete filling your car at 
the gas station. 


But there is no sense reporting the name on the plate 
in case something goes wrong. Most everyone belongs to a 
union. 

The things a foreigner\should stock up on before visiting 
the United States are foreign cigarettes, French coffee and 
vermouth for dry martinis. 

Most of the natives in the United States are friendly, but 
sensitive to criticism. Don’t make fun of them because they 
take baths every day or give their children milk for lunch. 
Their customs,» which may be strange to-you, are no more 
strange than yours are to them. 

One last comment. Many foreign tourists may think 
they’re being overcharged in the United States. It is ru- 
mored that there is one price for Americans and one for 
foreigners. This is not true. Everyone pays the same price.

Anti-Depressant Drugs 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 

“I was so ‘down in the dumps’ and upset about life in 
general that I just didn’t see how I could go on. In the fall my 
doctor began giving me one of the very new anti-depressant 
drugs, and the results have.been marvelous. Why don’t you 
recommend these new drugs. A.S.V.”” 

I’ve commented previously on the usefulness of the anti- 
depressants. On the other hand, I have refrained from recom- 
mending them for the same reason that I declined to ‘‘recom- 
mend” the tranquilizers when they were first becoming popular. 


The tranquilizers were an excellent step forward 
in medicine, but they very soon were victimized by 
the public clamor which touted them as being cure- 
alls. They aren’t. So we are now in the process of 
whittling the extravagant puffs down to size. We are, 
after several years, beginning to accept tranquilizers 
as the useful drugs that they are, and are getting 
over the bad habit of expecting them to do the im- 
possible. 


> We must, I fear, go through much the same process with 
the anti-depressants as they become more popular. A few 
years from now, I predict, we'll be struggling to get them 
back into focus. 

The tranquilizers, of course, have been (and are!) useful 
in relaxing people who have become too tense, too over- 
wrought. But we can’t live permanently on such crutches. 
We have ts get at the causative problems to make a perma- 
nent corre:tion. We also have to avoid over-use. 


The ant-depressants are different from the tranquilizers 
in that instead of inducing tranquillity they ‘‘pick the patient 
up” emotimally, and raise him or her out of an overly-de- 
pressed stae of mind. 


In ether case, the medication at the same time - 
removes the cause of anxiety over being either too 
tense or too depressed. The aim then is to get the 
patient batk to normal so that the aid of drugs is no 
longer necssary: Some authorities think the anti-de- 
pressants nay be useful to more people than the 
tranquilizes have been. This may very well turn out 
to be true, : 


But do not,I beg you, expect this or any drug to be the 
pill that automatically solves everything.

‘Recognition’ Awards to Be Presented to 107 With 15 Years’ Service; Fhey Like Their Pupils

THE SHOE WILL BE on the 
other foot and the diploma in 
the other hand Thursday night 
in University City. Teachers 
will step from behind the desk 
into the spotlight. 


On one of those rare occasions 
when instructors and pupils trade 
places, 107 teachers, principals 
and supervisors with at least 15 
years’ service in the University 
City public schools will parade 
across the stage, while students, 
parents and the public applaud 
from the other side of the foot- 
lights. 

The occasion will be the first 
“Teacher Recognition Night,” 
sponsored by nine community 
organizations. Dr. William P. 
Stewart and Mrs. Robert Leavy 
are co-chairmen of the event, 
which starts at 8 o’clock in the 
Senior High auditorium. 


The idea began in a meeting 
of the University School Board, 
when members suddenly discov- 
ered that one out of four teach- 
ers in the system had been there 
at least 15 years. A plan for 
public recognition for these 
teachers spread and the follow- 
ing organizations quickly joined 
to sponsor a celebration: Uni- 
versity City Charter Association, 
Chamber of Commerce, Com- 
munity Teachers Association, Ki- 
wanis, League of Women Voters, 
Lions Club, Parents-Teacher As- 
sociation Council, Rotary and 
Women’s Chamber of Commerce. 

And to add to the neighbor- 
hood aspect of the celebration, 
the University City Community 
Orchestra, directed by Dr. Wil- 
liam Schatzkamer, will make its 
debut. 

Each honoree will receive a 
“diploma” or scroll citing his 
contributions to the city’s edu- 
cational system. 

“As with our students,” Dr. 
Stewart said, we hope that the 
‘diplomas’ will be more than a 
recognition of past accomplish- 
ments. They also are an ex- 
pression of the confidence we 
have in the continuing future 
service of the recipients to .the 
children of our community.” 

Two former pupils who went 
on to attain educational and pro- 
fessional recognition will be on 
the platform. Dr. Richard Yore, 
a physician, will speak, and 
Kenneth Fisher, Rhodes Scholar 
and medical student, will be 
master of ceremonies. 


J. Edgar Baker, their former 
principal, now retired, will pre- 
sent the scrolls. 

“We hope this will become an 
annual observance,”’ Mrs. Leavy 
said. ‘‘These teachers have gone 
far beyond the call of duty in 
their work and we want to show 
them how much we appreciate 
them. Why, one. of those teach- 
ers has done so much for my 
daughter, she has practieally 
shaped the direction of her 
school career. And she did the 
same thing for me when I was 
in school. 

“As a parent, I feel this is 
long overdue recognition for all 
they have done over and above 
teaching the academic work.” 

Judging from a sampling, the 
teachers are happy about the 
whole thing but a trifle em- 
barrassed. Start asking personal 
questions and they’ll clam up 
faster than a sophomore can 
slam shut a textbook when the 
bell rings.

WHEN BEVERLY HARRING- 
TON isn't serving as hostess to 
airline passengers, she serves as 
eyes for the blind. 

The green-eyed brunette from 
St. Charles, Mo. is one of 1500 
volunteers for the Recording for 
the Blind, Inc., a national non- 
profit organization which records 
textbooks and educational ma- 
terial free for any sightless stu- 
dent or adult see seeking an educa- 
tion. 


“Actually, there’s some self- 
ishness in my volunteering,’’ said 
the 25-year-old Miss Harrington. 

“It keeps me out of department 
stores when I’m not flying.” 

Beverly Harrington, daughter 
of Dr. F. L. Harrington, an 
osteopath and mayor of St. 
Charles, has been a stewardess 
with Trans-World Airlines for 
three years. She has been a 
volunteer for R.F.B. for a year— 
ever since she read a newspaper 
editorial on its works—and has 
recorded more than 200 record 
sides. Each side takes about 
half an hour, and sometimes, 
she said, she spends a whole 
afternoon reading into a micro- 
phone. 


VOLUNTEERS go through ex- 
tensive auditions, but the 
stewardess was accepted readily 
—she was a finalist in a national 
speech contest in 1952. 

Most of her reading is from 
textbooks on biology and 
chemistry, her majors at Linden- 
wood College in St. Charles. But 
often she will read from texts on 
psychology, literature and busi- 
ness administration. 


The airlines stewardess had 
planned. to become a physician, 
but she said in an interview that 
“‘within 20 minutes’’ after she had 
enrolled at the University of Mis- 
souri, she knéw medicine was 
not for her. 


“T stuck it out for a semester 
anyway,” she said, “but it 
séemed stupid to spend all the 
time and money required to be- 
come a doctor unless I truly 
loved the profession. And I knew 
I didn’t have the dedication re- 
quired.” 

She turned to the airlines be-
